Church Rectory, Quincy. 


The new rectory of Christ church 
is well along toward completion. ‘The 
lathing is nearly finished and plasterers 
should commence their work in a few 
days. It is impossible however, at the 
present time to give the date when the 
rector’s family will occupy the new 
building but it will not be far from the 
New Year. 

The building when completed will 
certainly be an ornament to the city. 
Its dimensions are about 30 by 50 feet 
and it is of the English domestic style 
of architecture. Its outside finish is 
what is known as the English half 
timber construction. That is, Portland 
cement is substituted for clapboarding 


and colored to represent granite. On 
this are, three-fourth ioch beards 
stained a dark brown color, which 
represent, what were in the olden 


times, the timbers of the building. 

The main entrance, to the rectory, is 
from the west side. Over the entrance 
is a covered porch from which a broad 
piazza extends to the suutherly end of 
the building. 

This outer entrance leads to a 
enclosed vestibule from which a 
leads to the lower landing, on a level 
with the entrance. Three lead 
to the main landing. From this land- 
ing, or hall, doors lead to the drawing 
room, dining room, rector’s reception 
room and study and also the kitchen. 

The drawing and dining rooms are 
on the north end of the 
are connected by folding doors. 
rooms are respectively 15 by 17 
and 15 by 16 feet. The rector’s 
and reception room are on the 
west end of the building, the former 
being 15 by 15 feet, and the latter 
1l by 8 feet. The kitchen is on the 
south-esat end and is 12 by 17 feet. 
Leading from this is a large pantry and 
a hallway to the back porch. 

Between the dining room and kitchen 
is a butler’s pantry with entrances 
from both rooms.

On the second floor are four sleeping 
rooms and a bath. ‘The sleeping rooms 
are about 15 by 15 feet. There is also 
a linen closet leading from the upper 
landing and here are the switches that 
contro! the electric light circuits. 

From the landing of the rear 
way, is another stairway leading to the 
third story. Here there are three 
good sleeping rooms and a bath. Above 
these is the storage attic.

The interior entrance tou the base- 
ment isfrom the kitchen, There is 
also a bulkhead entrance at the 
southerly end of the building This 
basement is divided into three room, 
namely: laundry, furnace room and 
cellar. 


The front ball and stairway will be 
finished in oak, the drawing room iu 
ivory, and the other rooms in cypress 
natural tinish. 

The rectory is abundantiy supplied 
with closets, both large and small, and 
there are also open fireplaces in several 
of the rooms. It is also piped for gas 
and wired for electric lights. 

The architect was T. M. Clark, and 
the contractor A. A. Hirtle. The cost 
of the building when completed will 
be about $6,000.

Letter from South America. 


lo the Editors of the Patriot 


As Quincy is pretty well represented 


in this out the way part of the

A Disastrous Fire. 


The biggest fire on the South Shore for 
several years was at Hingham Wednes- 
day night when the large farm buildings 
on the fine farm of Col. Harry G. Jordan 
at Hingham Centre, were destroyed, 
causing a loss of $75,000. 

The fire started in the cattle barn 
about 9.30 o'clock. Mr. Jordan and 
his superintendent, Louis P. Young, 
were in the farmhouse looking over 
their accounts at that time. When 
they came out of the farmhouse they 
saw the cattle barn in flames and saw 
a man running away from the building. 

Mr Jordon immediately telephoned to 
the chief of the Hingham tire depart- 
ment, notifing him of the fire, anda 
general alarm was sounded, calling out 
the entire tire department. 

The building in which the fire start- 
ed was 100 by 85 feet and two stories 
in height, and in it were 135 head of 
cattle. The tire spread so rapidly that 
it was impossible to save any stock in 
this building. The Bre then spread to 
the horse barn, a building 40 by 50 feet 
and two stories in height. In this barn 
were 27 horses, 20 of which were saved 

The buildings were a total loss, also 
two silos which were filled with 325 
tons of ensilage. 

In addition to the loss of the build- 
ings there were burned three carloads 


of grain and 100 tons of hay, with 
farm carts, tools and other farming 
implements. About 20 minutes after 
the fire was discovered in the cattle 
baro a false alarm was turned in from 
box 32, which is located about 1 5-4 
miles from the fire. As the man who 
was seen ruoning from the Jordan 


premises was going in the direction of 
this box, it is supposed that this alarm 
was pulled in to interfere with the fire- 
men and prevent them from responding: 
quickly to the Jordan fire. 

The total loss on the building, stock 
and contents is estimated to be about 
$75,000, upon which there is very little 
insurance.

massacre in the Philippines, and the 
killing of Lieut. Edward A. Bumpus of 
Quincy and others: 

Among the arrivals by the steamer 
Empress of China from the Orient Nov. 
12, was Lieut. F. P. Allison of the 
United States Navy who is on his way 
home from Manila, Speaking of the 
massacre of the members of the Ninth 
Infantry at Samar, he said that the 
natives had grown to like the colored 
troops who had been stationed there, 
and when the Ninth arrived it was 
thought by the American troops that 
the same friendly feeling would be 
shown to them and the guard was not 
as strictly kept as it otherwise would 
have been. 

The night before the massacre the 


village Presidente came to Capt. 
Connell and before the Padre declared 
that it would take 100 more native 


laborers to do certain pioneer work. 
He did not have the men and begged 
the indulgence of the army Captain, 
Lieut. Allison continued: 


**Honest and true in the legitimate 
discharge of his duty Capt. Connell 
said: **Do the best you can. Get any 


native who will work, 
the underbrash.** 

‘Just after daybreak the natives 
with bolos to cut underbrush began 
coming into camp. Then the massacre 
began. The last underbrush man killed 
the sentry; the church bell rang; the 
soldiers went to breakfast below the 
floor that beld their arms, ‘The in- 
surgents split; balf went upstairs and 
shot down and the other half went into 
the mess room and murdered the un- 
armed soldiers by force of numbers. 

“Not one of the survivors tarned his 
back upon the scene of carnage until 
all was lost, their oflicers fallen, their 
comrades slaughtered and a terrible 
vengeance executed upon the enemy. 
Then they saved themselves and their 
wounded mates.

“Capt. Connell apparently was 
waked up in bis quarters by the 
attackers pouriog in. Ie was alone, 


so he jumped from the window down 
in among his guards, but they had all 
been slaughtered. Ile was struck down 
by many bolos almost as 
struck the ground. 

**Not satistied with killing him, 
assassins hacked his body into 
bits, severing the head, upon which 
they piled paper and sticks of wood, 
setting them on fire to render the face 
unrecognizable.

‘The bodies of Lieut. Bumpus and 
the doctor were found upon a bridge 
leading up to the quarters. The 
Lieutenant bad a bolo cut horizontally 
across the forehead, almost severing 
the top of the head, and adeep gash 
down each side of the face so that 
when his body was picked up the face 
was practically severed from the rest 
of the head. The doctors body was 
not so badly mutilated. 

‘Separated from their weapons most 
of the rank and file fought like heroes 
with table knives, stones, clubs and 
such rude weapons as chance threw in 
their way. It was a bitter fate that 
befell those who closed with the 
Americans before they had received 
their death wounds.

—Two remarkable caves have been 
discovered in France in which the 
walls are covered with drawn and 
painted figares of the paleolithic époch. 
These are mostly figures of animals 
and some of them have been drawn 
with striking correctness. In the first 
cave, at Comabrelles (Dordogne), the 
figures are drawn with a deeply en- 
graved line and are vigorous in execu- 
tion. They include the mammoth 
reindeer and other animals extinct in 
France. In the second cave, at Font- 
de Gaume, not far from the former 
black lines are used, and sometimes 
the whole animal is painted black 
forming a silhouette. Red ocher 
also used in the figures, which are 
sometimes four feet long. Many of the 
figures are covered with a stalagmite 
deposit which often reaches an inch in 
thickness.

Small Pox in Boston. 


Now that the holiday shopping is 
over, the Boston Board of Health pro- 
poses to root out small pox in that 
city. With a view to hastening the 
vaccination of those who thus far may 
have neglected it, the Board passed 
Thursday the following order: 

‘*Whereas, smallpox has been preva- 
lent to some extent in the city of Bos- 
to, and still continues to exist,although 
the number of cases has much de- 
creased, owing largely to the voluntary 
vaccination of the great majority of the 
inhabitants; and 

‘“*Whereas, it is necessary for the 
speedy extirpation of the disease that 
all persons not protected by vaccina- 
tion or re-vaccination should be 
vaccinated ; and 

‘Whereas, in the opinion of this 
board, the public health and safety re- 
quire the vaccination or re-vaccination 
of all the inhabitants of Boston; there- 
fore be it 

‘‘Ordered, That all the inhabitants 
of this city who have not been success- 
fully vaccinated since Jan. 1, 1897, be 
vaccinated or re-vacciaated forthwith. 

The Jounal has_ interviewed Dr. 
Samuel Abbott of the State Board of 
Health, as to the power of the board to 
issue such an order, who quotes from 
the Statutes, acts of 1894, as follows: 

**The Board of Health in any city or 
town sball require and enforce the 
vaccination or revaccination of all the 
inhabitants thereof whenever, in the 
opinion of said board,the public health 
or safety requires such action. Every 
person over 21 years of age, not under 
guardianship, who neglects to comply 
with such requirements, shall forfeit 
the sum of $5.’ 

Asked as to the provision of the 
law that permitted children, upon the 
certificate of the attending physician 
that they were unfit subjects for vac- 
cination to be exempt therefrom, the 
doctor said that this sectian did not
